BERLINER PATENT AFFIRMED. 


Supreme Court Decision Virtually Gives 
the Bell Company a Monopoly 
17 Years From 1895.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The Bell Tele- 
phone Co. won the case against it by the 
United States to ann e last Berliner 
patent. This teats the effect of con- 
tinuing the control o e telephone by the 
Bell company for seventeen years from the 
date of the last patent, which was granted 
in 1891. 

The Government asked to have the patent 
of 1895 set aside on the ground that the de- 
lay of thirteen years in the Patent Office 
was fraudulent and through the fault of 
the telephone company, and that the pat- 
ent issued in 1880 covered the same ground 
on which the new patent was applied for 
in 1891. 

The court in its opinion delivered by Jus- 
tice Brer.er held that there was no evi- 
dence of corruption or undue influence ex- 
ercised over the Patent Office by he tele- 
phone company and that there was no evi- 
dence that the delay in granting the patent

Two men crept cautiously to the rear 
basement door of the residence of Dr, 
Adolph Alt, 3819 West Pine boulevard, at 
1 o'clock Monday morning.

The caee has at- 
tracted wide atiention because of the ex- 
tensive interests involved in its settlement 
and the opinion of the court has been anxi- 
ously awaited.

t originated in a charge of collusion in 
the patent office and’ was brought to ob- 
tain the repeal and cancellation of letters 
patent of the United Staies No. 463,569, 
dated Nov. 17, 1891, granted to the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone Company, as assignees 
of Emil Berliner, the alleged inventor. 

The repeal and cancellation of the patent 
were sought wpon the ground that while the 
application fOr it was filed in 1877, it was not 
isz:ued until 1891. This delay was charged to 
be unnecessary and improper on the part of 
the Patent Office and Bell Telephone Co., 
which, as Berliner’s assignee, controlled the 
application. It was asserted that the com- 
pany had acquiesced in and promoted the 
delay in their own interest, thus defrauding 
the public officials’ rights. 

It was claimed that the Berliner patent 
practically controls telephoning, as it has 
to do with both the transmission and re- 
ceipt of sound, and that the delay thus 
secured until 1891 operated to prolong the 
control of this act for fifteen years beyond 
the time of the expiration of the Bell 
patent. e 

It was also asserted that the patent was 
granted by the Commissioner of Patents 
without authority of law and that it was 
for the same invention for which a patent 
had been granted in 1880 and that the prin- 
ciple was-therefore not new. 

he suit originated in the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of Massa- 
chusetts, where it was decided in favor of 
the United States. Upon appeal to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the First Circuit 
this decision was reversed and the con- 
tentions of the Berliner claimants upheld. 
From this opinion the United States ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court.

LONDON, May 10.—Semi-official confir- 
mation is given to the rumor that the Mar- 
quis of Lorne, formerly Governor-General 
of Canada, and husband of the Princess 


Louise, will be created a peer upon the oc- 
casion of the Queen’s jubilee. The Marquis 
is heir to the title and estates of his father, 
the Duke of Argyle, but the Duke manifests 
no inclination toward shuffling off this 
mortal coil, and as the present status of the

Thi: is the taxing 
bill. The fight will open with a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of the meas- 
ure.

The»bilis 
have been substantially agreed upon by the 
sub-committees, apd they will be perfected 
Tuesday. It is probable that they will be 
submitted to a caucus of the Republicans 
of both houses before being reported by 
the committees. For a time there were 
predictions that there would be no reap- 
portionment, either Senatorial or Congres- 
sional, on account of dissensions among the 
Cook County members: but there is now 
every prospect that the bills will be hurried 
along and passed w'thout great difficulty. 
Several Republican members may vote with 
the Democrats against the bills. but there 
will be enough left to pass them.

Put into practical ef- 
fect, Mr. Dingley’s programme would con- 
tract the ordinary currency of the country 
to the enormous amount of $496 000,000. 

Following is Mr. Dingley’s statement, 
carefully revised and authorized: 

‘‘Where there is revenue sufficient to pay 
the current expenditures of the Govern- 
ment and leave a small surplus, and a run 
takes place upon the Treasury reserve by 
the presentation of greenbacks for redemp- 
tion, these notes do not have to be paid 
out to meet deficiencies and are held in the 
Treasury, either for exchange for gold or 
for the payment of bonds. The difficulty of 
the past four years has been that we have 
had a constant deficiency and to meet this 
deficiency the greenbacks presented and re- 
deemed have immediately been paid out 
again, thus placing them in a position re- 
quiring a second and even a third redemip- 
tion. 

“Unquestionably, if we can now secure 
abundant revenue to meet all expenditures 
and leave a small surplus to gradually re- 
duce the principal of the war debt, there 
will be little danger of any serious pro- 
longed presentation of greenbacks for re- 
demption; not only because the facts that 
we have a solvent Government will aid in 
maintaining confidence and the credit of the 
Government, but also because everyone 
will recognize the fact that the Government 
will be able to hold greenbacks redeemed 
as long as there is a tendency for a run on 
the Treasury. It is for this reason that the 
revenue legislation now pending, designed 
to secure sufficient revenue to cary on the 
Government, is of itself a fundamental step 
in maintaining the credit of the Govern- 
ment and averting any danger of a depre- 
ciation of the currency. 

“In reply to the objection that the hold- 
ing of greenbacks in case of a run on the 
Treasury, except for the purpose of ex- 
change in gold, would tend to contract the 
currency, it is only necessary to say that 
every dollar of greenbacks redeemed and 
temporarily held lets out a dollar in gold 
and, therefore, that the amount of money 
outstanding is fot distributed. If, for ex- 
ample, we have one hundred and fifty mil- 
fons of gold held in our reserve and fifty 
millions in greenbacks are presented for re- 
demption, there goes out at the game time 
fifty millions of gold. In ordinary times, 
when confidence reigns supreme, business js 
good and the revenues sufficient to meet all 
expenditures and leave a considerable sur- 
plus, there will be no run upon the Treasury 
and no necessity for holding greenbacks to 


rotect our reserve. Then the surplus wil] 
e used to reduce the principal of the in- 
ee debt just as it was from 1879 
to 1893.’’

NEW YORK, May 10.—The Mallory Line 
steamship Leona, which sailed from this 
port Saturday afternoon, returned at a late 
hour last night with fourteen corpses of 
men, women and children aboard. They 
had been burned and suffocated on Satur- 
day night. Eleven of them were steerage 
passengers: One was the ship’s butcher. 
The dead are: 


Passengers—Bridget Sullivan, B. Cotrane, 
Maria H, Hardo and her two children, Mrs. 
C. Guzza and daughter, Joseph Solomsons 
and sister, one daughter of J. Vilacikek and 
Sophie Schmals. 

Crew—Alfred Lang, waiter; C. Hartman, 
butcher; H. Harvey, waiter. 

Whether they died from smoke or flames 
is a matter of conjecture. It is a matter of 
fact that their bodies were charred beyond 
recognition before they were pulled out of 
the steerage. That was after the flames 
had been fought under and the Leona had 
headed for New York. 


BOTH AT FAULT. 


Judge Spencer Refuses to Separate 
Man and Wife Who Disagree. 


Judge Spencer rendered a decision Mon- 
day in the divorce of McCloskey vs. Mc- 
Cioskey, dismissing both bills and refusing 
to grant a divorce to either party. 

Judge Spencer says in his opinion: “The 
evidence in this case tends to show that the 
husband—who is from all the evidence an 


honest, hard-working man in his business— 


has suffered from the act8 of his wife to- 
ward him and from her lack of consideration 
of his comfort and well-being, and that on 
the other hand the wife has suffered from 
the way her husband has treated her at 
home, from his lack of consideration of her. 
“It is not the province of the court to 
weigh nicely indignities suffered by the hus- 
band from the wife against the indignities 
suffered by the wife from the husband, in 
order that a decree of divorce may be 
granted to that party in whose favor per- 
chance the balance may possibly result. 
“Divorces are only granted in proeeedings 
like this to a husband or wife whe has suf- 
fered at the hands of the other such indig- 
nities as to render his or her condition in- 
tolerable, and who is at the same time in- 
nocent of any wrong doing ‘in the matter. 
“Such a party does not appear in this 


case. 

“The bill of the -plaintiff should be dis- 
missed. 

“The cross bill of the defendant will also 
be dismissed. 

“The costs of the suit to be paid by the 
plairtiff.’’ 

The McCloskey case was one in which 
John McCloskey sued his wife, Nellie Mc- 
Closkey, for divorce, charging all sorts of 
petty offenses. She sued by cross bill, and 
charged him with an equal number of the 
same sort of indignities. The case has been 
on trial for a week or two, and was only 
finished Saturday.

Architect Dickson Seriously Hurt at

Richard L. Dickson, 40 years old, of 946

AN IMPORTANT ELECTION. 

The letters of Gov. Stephens and ex- 
Gov. Stone and of Senator Vest, urging 
the Democrats of the First Missouri Dis- 
trict to action, are expressions of the 
party feeling all over the State. The 
election of a successor to the late Mr. 
Giles is not local in interest or impor- 
tance, although the result will in no way 
affect the action of Congress.

Chairman Dingley’s statement pub- 
lished in to-day’s Post-Dispatch is the 
most important utterance of any public 
man since McKinley’s election. If there 
were room for doubt, its authenticity 
would not be accepted without conclusive 
proof. Mr. James Creelman, who sent 
the statement to the New York Journal, 
is careful to say that it was dictated by 
Mr, Dingley to a stenographer and then 
carefully revised by Mr. Dingley him- 
self. 

It is a confession by Chairman Dingley 
that the Republican leaders have plotted 
to carry out the Wall Street currency 
programme under the disguise of a tariff 
bill. The Dingley bill was so outrageous 
that the Post-Dispatch said when its 
schedules were published that the only 
rational explanation that could be of- 
fered for it was that it was deliberately 
planned by the Republicans to be a Bill 
of Abominations that would arouse such 
general and clamorous opposition as to 
divert public attention from the money 
issue and to substitute for it the tariff 
issue.

crime to receive a bribe while it remains a 
felony to give one, is in Hne with an In- 
diana law covering the purchase and.sale 
of votes at elections. 

The Indiana statute provides that who- 
ever hires or buys, directly or indirectly, 
the vote of any person, or pays him to ab- 
stain from voting at an election, or prt- 
mary or convention of any political party, 


shall become lable tg the seller of the vote | 
in the sum of $300 and attorney’s fees in| 


collecting the same in a civil action and 
costs. Judgment thus obtained operates 
as a lien upon the defendant’s real estate. 
The main provision repealed by this statute 
is section 2 of the act of 1885, which fixes a 
penalty of from $10 to $1,000 on “‘whoever 
sells, barters or offers to sell or barter his 
vote.” The penalty on the briber for a 
criminal offense still remains. Consequent- 
ly the law makes it perfectly legal for a 
man to sell his vote, but makes it a.crimi- 
nal offense to purchase one, and it fixes 
the price of a vote at $300, which the voter 
can recover by an action in the name of 
the State of Indiana. 

This law, Prof. Commons. writes, was 
tested in the lower courts of the State in 
two writs, and judgment rendered in favor 
of plaintiffs. The cases were never ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. Presumably 
there ig no doubt of the law’s constitution- 
ality, else it would have come before 
the highest court on the appeal of the 
muleted defendants. It is said that the 
act, combined with the se@ret ballot law, 
has banished bribery from Indiana elec- 
tions. 

This ie a distinct improvement on the 
original suggestion of the Journal], It 
meets fully the objection raised by Dis- 
trict Attorney Olcott that as there is honor 
among thieves, legislators who sell their 
votes would not be likely to expose their 
bribers merely on the assurance of legal 
immunity. Following the principle of the 
Indiana law, a legislator’s vote might be 
made worth, say, from $1,000 to $5,000, the 
amount to be recovered by civil action. 
That would supply a motive for the betray- 
al of the lobby and the moneyed scoundrels 
who furnish the corruption fund, 

When the moral sense of the community 
is sufficiently aroused against this crime, 
which gives us gangs of boodlers instead 
of representative Legislatures, there will 
be no great difficulty in the way of finding 
& means to stop bribery. 


The Way It Works. 


From the Louisville Dispatch. 

Corn is worth a dollar a bushel in Mexico, 
and as Mexico has not changed her money 
standard, the dollar which the farmer gets 
for his bushel of corn will still be a dollar, 
pay his debts and taxes and railroad fares 
and hotel bills, and buy a dollar’s worth of 
anything he needs from the merchants. 

Corn is worth 24 cents a bushel in Chicago 
and since our money standard has been 
changed from the double standard to the 
gold standard, the 24 cents which the farm- 
er gets for his bushel of corn will pay 24 
cents on his debts, taxes, railroad fares and 
hotel bills, where formerly a bushel of corn 
would have paid 48 cents of his debts, taxes, 
etc. While the change in the money stand- 
ard has cut the price of his corn in two, 
debts, taxes, railroad fares and interest 
rates were not correspondingly reduced.

The object of the meeting is to exchange 
ideas on the duties incumbent upon railroad 
commissioners, especially with regard to 
classification of freight rates and the in- 
troduction of improved safety appliances, 
Incidentally, the visiting commissioners 
have a good time at their conventions, en- 
vided. 
national capital. Several cities made a 
strong pull for the 1897 meeting, but they 
were all distanced by St. Louis. Upon the 
railroad commissioners the people are large- 
ly dependent for the proper regulation of 
freight rates, and the commissioners also 
have much to do with proper enforcement 
of laws pertaining to railroads, when they 
exercise their power, which, of course, is 
varied in the different states. It is agreed by 
those interested in railroad affairs that the 
annual meetings of the various State com- 
missions have in some instances been the 
means of accomplishing much public good. 
In some States there is no board of railroad 
commissioners, their duties being left to 
other State officers, the same as the board 
of equalization in Missouri. In_ such 
States the Governor is usually the head of 
the commission. It is not expected that 
any of these will be represented.

RAIN MADE THE BIG FEST A BAD 
INVESTMENT. 


GUARANTEE FUND’ NEEDED. 


It Is Estimated That the Expenditures 
Were About ‘$6,000 More 
Than the Receipts. 


The great North American turnfest is 
ended, and while it began in something of 
@ blaze of glory, its finale was clouded by 
deep disappointement and disgust at the 
pecuniary result. 

The rain of ‘Saturday and Sunday was 
responsible for it all. Saturday’s clear-up 
in the afternoon dispelled the earlier 
gloom of that day, but there was no such 
silver lining in the clouds of yesterday. 
Just when the greatest crowds were ex- 

- pected it rained the hardest, and the great- 
er and ‘by far the more important of the 
day’s ceremonies had to be abandoned. 
Fully 100,000. people were expected to visit 
thé Fair Grounds on Sunday. Not one- 
fifth that number came out. The grand 
mass drill of all the combined turners, 


which was expected to be the great feature 
of the festival, had to be abandoned. Such 
uncompleted work as could be performed 
indoors was gone through with in the af- 
ternoon, but attracted lHttle attention 
from outsiders, who preferred the shelter- 
ing roof of the amphitheater circle and its 
adjacent beer booths. 

During the afternoon the grand stand held 
its share of patient people, who gathered in 
groups and waited for the rain to cease, in 
hope of witnessing the big mass drill, but 
there was no let up. At the hour set for the 
exhibition, it poured down in sheets and the 

arade ground in front of the stand was a 
ake of water and mud. 

From that on interest on the part of the 
public ceased, and it was only a question 
of getting home. 

But the turners themselves were deter- 
mined to leave none of the working ex- 
ercises unfinished. They kept up the work 
indoors until it was ended. The only thing 
left undone was running off the finals on 
the relay race. An attempt was made to 
do this during a lull in the storm late in 
the day. A course 300 yards long was found 
on the cinder path on the north side of the 
course. The regular distance is 600 yards, 
but a course of this length could not be 
found without mud holes. Seven of the 
fifteen societies did not start their men, as 
it had been generally understood that the 
races had been given up. The course was 
divided into six relay sections. The race 
resulted as follows: North St. Louis, 33.80 
seconds; Chicago Turngemeinde, 34 seconds, 
and South St. Louis, % seconds. 

After the race was run the Davenport 
people filed a protest against the rendering 
of a decision. The protest was grounded 
on the statement that the rules prescribed 
a 60-yard course, with relays of 100 yards. 

The judges were at first inclined to ig- 
nore the protest and let the record stand, 
but later on they realized that it had not 
been run in accordance with the rules and 
so the relay race was left unfinished. 


The financial results of the turnfest are 
not perfectly computed as yet, but that 
there is a fat balance on the wrong side 
of the ledger, there is no doubt. It may 
reach $7,000 or $8,000. Chairman Muench of 
the Central Committee feels blue enough 
over the outcome, though he consoles him- 
self with the thought that St. Louis beat 
Milwaukee. 

“However,” he adds, “‘there is a shortage, 
and an uncomfortable one. We cannot tell 
exactly yet. About Wednesday we will be 
able to strike a~balance. I have an idea 
that it will be about $6,000—just about the 
amount of the guarantee fund. The total 
expenses of the fest will foot up about $35,- 

I cannot now figure up more than $23,- 
000 receipts. We sold 10,200 season tickets 
at $1 each. We received $3 each for badges 
from 1,000 local Turners, Merchants and 
eee us a subscription of $6,600; we 
received about $3,500 from Fair Grounds 
privileges, sales of programmes, etc., and 
the actual cash received at the gates is 
about $3,000. So you can see the guarantee 
fund of $6,000 will be eaten up and more

It is due to the large body of Turners 
who attended the festival from abroad to 
say that never in St. Louis has a similar 
assemblage of people been so quiet, orderly 
and well behaved. There has not been a 
single arrest of a man in gray; not a single 
case of drunkenness known; nor a single 
instance of disorder. The police, so far as 
the Turners were concerned, had nothing to 
do on the Fair Grounds or elsewhere. Such 
a clean record of a week’s visit is a source 
of satisfaction to St. Louis and pride to 
the great order to which the visitors in 
gray belong.
